REPORT 


Natural  and  Social  Condition  of  the 

Districts. 


The  town  of  Darwen  is  situated  in  a valley,  Latitude  53°  41'  25"  N.  and  Longi- 
tude 2°  28'  32"  W.,  and  runs  almost  due  north  and  south,  being  about  five  miles  in 
extent,  on  the  highway  between  Blackburn  on  the  North  and  Bolton  on  the  South. 
The  centre  of  the  town  stands  500  feet  above  the  sea  level,  the  higher  parts  of  the  town 
reaching  over  800  feet  above  sea  level,  its  situation  favouring  the  free  circulation 
of  air  and  free  exposure  to  sunlight. 

The  soil  on  which  the  town  is  built  consists  of  boulder  clay  overlaying  the  sand- 
stone or  shale  of  the  coal  measures.  In  the  middle  of  the  valley  along  the  river- 
side, gravel  and  sand  form  the  subsoil,  the  land  rises  up  on  each  side  of  the  moor- 
land, that  on  the  West  side  forming  the  gathering  ground. 

There  is  only  one  outlying  district  of  any  importance,  viz.  : Hoddlesden,  situate 
at  a distance  of  two  miles  to  the  east,  with  a population  of  about  703. 

The  River  Darwen  runs  northward  through  the  valley. 

The  inhabitants  are  chiefR  of  the  artizan  and  labouring  classes.  Area  of  town 
5,919  acres.  Rateable  value,  end  of  the  year  to  the  Borough  Rate,  £173,957  5s.  Od. 
Assessable  Value  to  the  District  Rate,  £159,951  7s.  9d.

The  town  is  divided  into  six  Wards  : — Central,  West  Central,  North  East,  North 
West,  South  East  and  South  West. 

The  population,  based  on  the  Registrar  General’s  return,  is  estimated  for  the 
middle  of  1919  at  37,681  for  Death-Rate  and  39,252  for  Birth-Rate. 

MEDICAL  RELIEF. 

The  Darwen  District  Nursing  Association  was  instituted  in  1890,  under  the 
auspices  of  the  late  Lady  Huntington.  It  is  carried  on  by  voluntary  contributions 
collected  in  the  Mills,  Churches,  Chapels  and  from  private  sources,  under  a Manage- 
ment Committee,  consisting  of  thirty  ladies  and  gentlemen.  There  is  a General 
Committee  of  eight v-five  ladies  and  gentlemen.

There  are  about  six  Nurses,  including  those  doing  Maternity  Work.  The  work 
is  done  under  the  close  supervision  of  the  local  medical  men  and  is  of  a very  high 
character. 

CHARGES.  Maternity  cases  : 15/-,  21/-  and  25/-  for  cases  outside  but  border- 
ing on  the  borough  boundary. 

Ordinary  nursing  cases  : No  charge  made,  but  patients  are  encouraged  to  give 
a donation.  Cases  which  can  afford  are  not  nursed  (except  occasionally,  and  then 
only  until  a resident  or  other  nurse  can  be  obtained). 

POOR  LAW  ADMINISTRATION 

Comes  under  the  Blackburn  Union,  which  consists  of  sixty  members,  of  which 
eight  are  sent  from  and  represent  Harwell. 

The  accounts  of  the  Guardians  do  not  show  the  whole  amounts  expended  in 
respect  of  each  Township. 

THE  BLACKBURN  AND  EAST  LANCASHIRE  ROYAL  INFIRMARY 

Is  an  Institution  standing  at  the  Southern  end  of  the  neighbouring  County 
Borough  of  Blackburn. 

Darwen  has  not  a particular  number  of  beds  at  its  disposal ; every  case  sent 
from  here  is  admitted  without  question. 

In  the  majority  of  mills  and  workshops  of  the  district  the  workpeople  contribute 
under  a scheme  of  weekly  contributions,  known  as  the  East  Lancashire  Workpeople’s 
Hospital  Fund.  The  Committee  governing  this  fund  allocate  the  nett  contributions 
between  the  Royal  Infirmary  and  other  kindred  Charitable  Organisations.  In 
addition  to  this,  collections  are  periodically  made  in  the  various  Churches  and  Chapels, 
and  other  sources  also  contribute.

The  following  has  been  received  from  the  Office  of  the  Registrar-General, 
Somerset  House  : 

“ The  Annual  distribution  of  his  Returns  of  Births  and  Deaths,  and  Estimates  of 
Population  for  the  past  year  affords  the  Registrar-General  an  opportunity  of  direct- 
ing the  attention  of  Medical  Officers  of  Health  and  others  using  the  returns,  to  some 
points  upon  which  experience  has  shown  that  misunderstandings  tend  to  arise. 

1.  The  number  of  births  and  deaths  are  those  registered  during  the  calendar 
year  and  are  corrected  for  inward  and  outward  transfers  ; they  will  differ  therefore 
from  uncorrected  figures  compiled  locally  either  for  the  calendar  year  or  for  a period 
of  fifty-two  or  fifty-three  weeks. 

2.  The  ‘ Death-rate  Population  ’ excludes  all  non-civilian  males,  whether 
serving  at  home  or  abroad.  This  is  necessary  for  the  purposes  of  local  death-rates 
because  it  has  proved  impossible  to  transfer  the  deaths  of  non-civilians  to  their 
areas  of  residence  or  to  deal  in  any  other  satisfactory  manner  with  the  local  mortality 
of  this  element  in  the  population.  These  estimates  are  based  mainly  upon  the  ration- 
ing returns  kindly  placed  at  the  Registrar-General’s  disposal  by  the  Ministry  of  Food. 

The  ‘ Birth-rate  (and  Marriage-rate)  Population,’  on  the  other  hand,  is  intended 
to  include  all  the  elements  of  the  population  contributing  to  the  Birth  and  Marriage 
Rates.  It  consists,  therefore,  of  the  Death-rate  or  civilian  population  'plus  all  non- 
civilians enlisted  from  this  country,  whether  serving  at  home  or  abroad.  This  non- 
civilian element  has  been  distributed  over  all  the  districts  in  the  country  in  proportion 
to  their  estimated  civilian  population. 

3.  The  classification  of  some  deaths  is  modified  in  the  light  of  fuller  information 
obtained  from  the  certifying  practitioner  in  response  to  special  enquiries.  The 
principal  subjects  of  these  enquiries  are  indicated  in  a table  published  in  the  Yearly 
Reports  of  the  Registrar-General,  and  this  possible  source  of  discrepancy  between 
the  returns  of  the  Registrar- General  and  those  compiled  locally  should  be  borne  in 
mind  particularly  in  the  cause  of  death  dealt  with  in  that  Table.”

The  Number  of  Children  Born  during  the  year  was  : Males  252,  females  243, 
making  a total  of  495 ; being  142  more  than  in  the  previous  twelve  months,  and  at  the 
rate  of  3.03  per  1,000  higher  than  in  1918.

ILLEGITIMATE  BIRTHS. 

22  Children  were  born  out  of  wedlock  during  the  year.  This  gives  a rate 
of  4.44  % of  total  births  of  erroneously  called  “ Love  Babies.”  Since  1901  the 
average  annual  number  is  23. 

The  rate  per  cent,  of  Births  averages  3.26,  and  1916  is  the  highest  with  4.80. 
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The  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  of  Illegitimates  for  the  year  was  227  and  the 
average  for  the  last  15  years  was  196.  The  highest  rate  of  Mortality  was  in  1911, 
when  it  was  348  per  1,000  births  ; this  was  a particularly  fatal  year  for  infant  life.

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The  marriage  rate  has  gone  up  by  leaps  and  bounds  in  spite  of  the  increased  cost 
of  living  ; not  a case  of  Post  hoc.,  propter  hoc.,  but  presumably  from  the  re-action 
following  on  the  horrors  of  war  ; and  then,  on  mature  reflection,  the  discomforts  of 
life  in  the  field,  with  a desire  for  more  comfortable  quarters  “ under  one’s  own  vine 
and  fig  tree.”  This,  with  its  accompanying  increase  in  the  birth-rate,  is  the  most 
satisfactory  part  of  this  report.  Our  greatest  need,  both  now  and  in  the  future,  is 
increased  population,  for  England’s  good  and  for  the  benefit  of  our  Colonies.  The 
marriage-rate  was  25.3,  about  double  that  of  the  previous  year.  The  lowest  rate 
during  the  period  for  which  these  figures  have  been  compiled  was  in  1917,  when  the 
rate  was  11.3  per  1,000. 


These  figures  play  an  important  part  in  dealing  with  the  question  of  the  supply  of 
houses  ; there  is  no  doubt  as  to  the  scarcity.  I understand  that  2,000  of  these  have 
changed  hands  within  a comparatively  short  time.  This  is  due,  in  my  opinion,  to  the 
large  number  of  persons  having  got  married  are  now  desirous  of  setting  up  house- 
keeping. Before  they  can  do  this  they  must  secure  a house  free  from  the  exigency 
of  receiving  notice  to  quit  because  someone  has  bought  it.  Whilst  the  war  was  on, 
and  the  men  away  at  the  front,  the  wives  and  families  were  accommodated  in  the 
homes  of  their  own,  or  their  husband’s  parents.  With  demobilization  and 
the  return  of  the  men  from  the  front  and  from  munition  factories,  the  demand  for 
houses  became  acute,  and  very  much  so  by  the  fact  that  building  operations  had 
been  practically  at  a standstill  since  the  war  commenced.  Seeing  that  about  100 
houses  were  built  annually  in  pre-war  days,  the  shortage  has  mounted  up  con- 
siderably. 

The  Housing  Committee  has  considered  the  question  of  building  and,  with  this 
in  view,  has  supplied  the  Ministry  of  Health  with  particulars  of  certain  schemes.

The  houses  on  the  black  list  are  being  continually  visited  and  examined.  All 
known  property  is  kept  on  the  list  of  inspections  with  a view  to  black-listing  them 
should  they  be  allowed  to  pass  the  border  line. 
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The  minimum  of  yard  space  is  150  square  feet. 

There  are  1,702  houses  containing  baths,  and  17  new  ones  were  put  in  during 
the  year. 

The  streets  are  all  paved  with  setts,  and  in  the  principal  thoroughfares  granite 
setts  are  used. 

The  side  walks  in  the  front  streets  are  flagged,  and  are  7ft.  bin.  wide. 

THE  MODEL  LODGING  HOUSE. 

The  bed  accommodation  is  144,  including  females  ; the  average  number 
occupied  was  06.97. 

WATER  SUPPLY 

Is  obtained  from  two  reservoirs,  the  Sunny  hurst  Hey  and  Dean.  In  both  cases 
it  is  passed  through  sand  filters.  Where  land  on  the  gathering  ground  is  under 
cultivation,  it  is  not  manured  nearer  the  edge  of  a reservoir  than  100  yards. 

By  agreement  with  Bolton  Corporation,  under  an  Act  obtained  in  1905,  we  re- 
ceive 300,000  gallons  per  day.  This  is  piped  from  a reservoir  on  Turton  Moor,  along 
the  main  highway,  to  an  underground  reservoir  situate  at  Bull  Hill,  made  of  re- 
enforced concrete,  ventilated  on  the  top  by  a number  of  6 inch  drain  pipes  fixed 
in  openings.  To  prevent  dust  being  blown  in,  these  pipes  are  covered  with  hoods 
made  of  sanitary  ware  and  perforated  with  a number  of  small  openings. 

I am  not  in  favour  of  these  underground  reservoirs,  and  I have  expressed  this 
opinion  in  a previous  report.  It  is  possible  the  water  may  remain  long  enough  to 
become  polluted. 

The  pipe  line  passes  the  boundary  of  Bull  Hill  Isolation  Hospital.  From  this 
point  it  is  pumped  to  a tank  within  the  grounds  on  a higher  level  than  the  buildings, 
so  that  it  commands  these  in  case  of  fire,  and  is  used  for  domestic  purposes. 

The  water  is  of  sufficient  quantity,  and  of  good  quality. 

The  amount  used  during  the  year  was  342,291,000  gallons  ; 49,591,000  being 
for  trade  purposes,  the  remainder  for  domestic  use  at  the  rate  of  21.3  gallons  per 
head  per  day. 

The  total  Rainfall  for  the  year  on  the  Watershed  was  42.91  inches,  and  in  Bold 
Venture  Park  51.46  inches.  Wc  had  rain  on  238  days. 

The  heaviest  Rainfall  was  in  December,  with  9.53  inches,  and  the  lowest  in 
February,  with  1.33  inches.

The  purpose  of  the  ante-natal  work  is  to  enquire  into  the  causes  of  the  first 
group,  viz.,  the  premature  births.  Some  of  these  are,  undoubtedly,  the  result  of 
illegal  means.  If  such  could  realize  the  dangers  of  such  procedure,  it  might  act  as  a 
deterrent.  Many  escape  the  penalty,  but  when  this  does  not  happen,  the  end  is 
certain. 


Syphilis,  probably  inherited,  is  the  cause  of  many.  Could  these  bo  ascertained — 
and  they  can  be — they  can  be  cured  of  both  cause  and  effect. 

• 

Habit  most  likely  plays  a more  important  part  in  this  than  is  suspected,  and 
only  requires  care  on  the  part  of  the  prospective  mother  during  the  critical  period. 

Inquests  were  held  on  three.  Influenza  carried  off  two,  and  Syphilis  two 
Atelectasis,  or  imperfect  filling  of  the  lungs  with  air,  two. 

In  the  second  disease,  shows  the  necessity  of  breast-feeding,  because  treatment 
can  be  carried  out  through  the  mother  ; and  the  third,  the  need  for  early  medical 
attention.  Two  died  from  probably  wrong  feeding.

On  Tuesday,  February  11th,  1919,  a Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Consultation 
Centre  was  opened  at  the  Day  Nursery,  Hanover  Street.  The  accommodation  is 
limited.  Average  attendance,  10  mothers  and  about  11  children.  The  names  on 
Register  number  37,  and  increase  gradually. 

The  mother  or  guardian  of  an  illegitimate  child  is  encouraged  to  come  to  the 
Office,  and  have  baby  weighed.  This  keeps  them  under  closer  supervision,  and  is 
more  readily  complied  with  than  an  invitation  to  attend  the  Centre  with  other 
mothers. 

The  Baby  Competition  (-‘  Daily  Sketch  ”)  was  entered  into  with  great  zest,  and 
although  no  child  from  Darwen  was  successful  as  a prize-winner,  nine  of  our  babies 
were  recipients  of  certificates  of  merit.  The  Competition  was  helpful  in  teaching 
the  mothers  that  marks  were  not  gained  for  fat  babies,  but  for  good  solid  bone  and 
muscle,  and  good  general  condition. 

In  July  Mrs.  R.  S.  Halliwell  kindly  entertained  the  mothers  and  babies  at 
“ Heatherfield,”  where  they  spent  a most  enjoyable  afternoon. 

On  December  21st  the  Mayoress  (Mrs.  Houghton)  provided  tea,  and  afterwards 
an  entertainment,  in  the  Lecture  Hall,  Free  Library,  for  all  mothers  and  babies  at- 
tending the  Centres  and  Day  Nursery. 

The  exhorbitant  price  of  milk  has  increased  the  Free  Milk  List  very  considerably ; 
but  there  are  many  mothers  who  would  be  glad  to  pay  a nominal  price  if  a milk 
depot  could  be  instituted,  and  so  secure  an  even  distribution  amongst  the  babies.

The  Meteorological  Observatory  is  at  Bold  Venture  Park,  in  Lat.  53°  41'  25°  N., 
and  Lon.  2°  28'  32°  W.,  and  is  at  an  altitude  of  728  feet  above  mean  sea  level; 

Observations  are  taken  twice  daily,  at  9 a.m.  and  9 p.m. 

This  station  is  connected  with  the  Meteorological  Office,  and  is  called  a Normal 
Climatological  Station.  A report,  giving  all  details  of  readings,  is  sent  each  month 
to  the  Meteolological  Office,  London. 

The  total  rainfall  for  the  year  is  1307.2  millimetres,  or  51.46  inches  being  re- 
corded on  238  days  ; the  average  for  the  last  thirteen  years  being  54.79  inches.  The 
greatest  monthly  fall  was  in  December,  242.1  millimetres  ; and  the  lowest  n Febru- 
ary 33.9  millimetres.  The  greatest  daily  fall  Avas  35.3  millimetres,  on  March  19th. 

The  total  sunshine  registered  on  268  days  during  the  year  was  1175.5  hours, 
being  above  the  average  for  the  last  thirteen  years,  which  is  1146.4  hours.  May 
registered  the  highest  monthly  total,  192.3  hours  ; and  December  the  lowest,  15.3 
hours.  The  highest  daily  reading  was  13.2  hours,  on  May  19th  and  June  14th. 

The  mean  minimum  temperature  in  shade  was  38.4°,  being  below  the  average 
for  the  last  tAvel\re  years,  which  was  40.5°.  The  lowest  monthly  mean  was  in  March, 
26.1°,  and  the  loAA'est  reading  for  the  year  17.3°,  on  February  9th. 

The  maximum  Avind  velocity  Avas  on  September  2 3th,  when  a south-westerly 
Avind  was  bloAving  at  the  rate  of  40  miles  per  hour. 

No  obserATation,s  of  calm  Avere  recorded,  5 observations  of  fog,  57  observations 
of  snoAv,  and  21  observations  of  hail,  16  observations  of  thunder,  3 observations  of 
lightning,  thunderstorm  on  6 days,  128  observations  of  dew,  gale  on  2 days,  42 
obserA7ations  of  hoar  frost,  36  observations  of  mist.

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NUISANCES. 

The  number  of  complaints  received  during  the  year  was  124,  being  chiefly  choked 
waste  water  closets,  defective  drains,  and  accumulations  of  refuse. 

In  all  cases  the  premises  were  visited  as  early  as  convenient,  and  the  nuisances 
abated  as  early  as  possible.

DAIRIES  AND  COWSHEDS. 

The  number  of  inspections  of  Farms  made  in  1919  was  195,  the  whole  of  the 
farms  being  situate  in  South  East  and  South  West  Wards. 

The  general  cleanliness  of  the  cowshed  premises,  dairies,  cattle,  etc.,  has  been 
very  satisfactory.  The  water  supply  on  the  farms  is  fairly  good.  Twenty-one 
notices  have  been  served  for  various  nuisances,  and  I have  found,  with  only  ona 
or  two  exceptions,  the  notices  have  been  complied  with.

One  serious  nuisance  which  exists  at  several  farms  is  the  position  and  con- 
struction of  the  manure  pits,  in  some  cases  the  distance  from  the  buildings  being  only 
a few  feet,  and  if  badly  constructed  and  drained  become  a nuisance,  especially  in 
wet  weather  when,  in  many  cases,  the  liquid  filth  is  allowed  to  accumluate  in  the 
farm  yard  or  percolate  into  the  foundations  of  the  buildings. 

Copies  of  Bye-laws,  etc.,  made  under  the  Dairies  and  Cowsheds  Order  are  given 
to  each  farmer  every  year.

A great  many  men  wrere  demobilised  from  His  Majesty’s  forces  during  the  year, 
with  the  result  that  houses  which  had  been  empty  during  the  period  of  the  war  were 
quickly  tenanted. 

Another  survey  was  made  during  the  month  of  October,  and  it  was  found  that 
there  were  only  25  houses  and  5 shops  unoccupied.  13  of  the  unoccupied  houses 
were  of  the  poorest  type,  and  the  remainder,  although  unoccupied,  were  let,  and 
families  were  ready  to  move  into  them.  No  new  houses  were  built  during  the  year.

No.  4,  Bury  Court,  was  closed  as  a separate  house,  and  the  rooms  were  added 
to  the  house,  No.  1.  Bury  Court.  They  were  previously  back-to-back  houses. 

No.  2,  Bury  Court  was  permanently  closed  as  a dwelling-house. 

No.  12,  Union  Street,  was  made  into  a workshop. 

During  the  month  of  October,  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  presented  a report 
of  the  Committee  dealing  with  the  poor  and  insanitary  property  situate  around 
the  centre  of  the  town,  in  West  Central  Ward. 

DIRTY  HOUSES. 

In  the  monthly  reports  submitted  to  the  Committee,  details  were  given  of 
certain  houses  situated  in  Heys  Lane,  F.cclcs  Court,  Back  Duckworth  Street,  and 
William  Street,  which  were  found  to  be  in  a very  filthy  condition.  Preliminary,  and 
ultimately,  statutory  notices  were  served  upon  the  occupiers,  and  the  rooms,  etc., 
were  cleansed  at  once.

Immediately  upon  receipt  of  notification  of  the  existence  of  cases  of  Infectious 
Disease  I visited  the  houses  and  ascertained  if  the  patients  were  properly  isolated. 
I also  made  a thorough  examination  of  the  premises.  Any  defects  discovered  in  the 
drainage  or  sanitary  arrangements  I caused  to  be  remedied  as  quickly  as  possible. 
Two  of  the  patients  suffering  from  Scarlet  Fever  were  removed  to  the  Bull  Hill 
Hospital. 
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At  the  termination  of  each  case  of  infectious  disease,  the  rooms  were  thoroughly 
cleansed  and  disinfected,  and  the  bedding,  etc.,  removed  to  Bull  Hill  Hospital  and 
disinfected  in  the  Super-heated  Steam  Disinfector. 

During  the  year  36  loads  of  bedding,  etc.,  were  disinfected.

BLACK  SMOKE  NUISANCE. 


The  nuisance  arising  from  the  emission  of  Black  Smoke  from  Factory  Chimneys 
has  again  received  my  attention.  Forty-nine  observations  were  taken,  each  of  one 
hour’s  duration.  According  to  the  arrangement  of  the  Cotton  Control  Board,  several 
of  the  mills  worked  intermittently  during  the  year. 

The  following  time  limit  is  in  force  in  the  Borough  : — 

One,  two,  or  three  boilers  5 minutes  black  smoke  per  hour. 

Four  or  more  boilers  7 ,,  ,, 

In  two  instances  the  time  limit  was  exceeded  and  statutory  notices  were  served 
upon  the  occupiers  of  the  respective  mills.

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DAIRIES,  COWSHEDS,  AND  MILKSHOPS. 

There  are  30  farms,  with  67  shippons,  in  the  Northern  District.  Nc  dairy  cows 
have  been  kept  during  the  year  at  Sniddle  Hill,  Holly  Bank,  and  Hawkshaw  Farms. 
A few  of  the  farms  are  used  chiefly  for  rearing  young  stock.  About  500  cows  are 
stalled  in  the  shippons,  in  addition  to  young  stock  and  oxen.  Improvements  were 
carried  out  under  the  Dairies,  Cowsheds,  and  Milkshops  Regulations,  as  follows  : —

Many  repairs  of  a minor  nature  were  also  carried  out. 

I have  continued  to  watch  carefully  the  water  supplies  at  the  various  farms. 

Copies  of  the  Dairies,  Cowsheds,  and  Milkshops  Regulations  have  again  been 
supplied  to  each  farmer. 

During  the  year  two  grocers  were  found  selling  milk  in  their  shops  and,  upon 
examination,  the  premises  were  found  to  be  unsuitable.  The  Committee  refused 
to  register  them,  and  the  sale  of  milk  upon  the  premises  was  prohibited. 

INSPECTION  OF  SCHOOLS. 

Many  Inspections  of  the  13  Elementary  Schools,  particularly  during  the  vaca- 
tions, viz.,  Easter,  Mid-Summer,  and  Christmas,  to  survey  the  buildings  and  ascer- 
tain if  the  cleaning  had  been  done  in  accordance  with  your  requirements,  as  issued 
prior  to  each  vacation  by  Mr.  W.  Bretherick,  Secretary  of  Education.  I found  the 
work  done  in  accordance  with  instructions.  Defects  in  the  buildings,  drainage,  and 
pavement  of  yards  were  remedied. 

TRIPERIES, 

The  waste  material  from  the  works  is  removed  daily  and  cremated  at  the  Des- 
tructor, and  great  care  is  exercised  to  avoid  effluvia  nuisances.  I visit  the  works 
daily. 

There  is  one  gut  scraper  in  the  town,  and  his  workshop,  which  is  well  kept,  is 
situated  at  the  Public  Slaughter-Houses.

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Twenty-four  rabbits  were  found  to  be  unfit  for  food,  and  were  condemned 
and  destroyed. 

I have  continued  to  keep  a sharp  outlook  over  the  various  articles  of  food 
offered  for  sale  for  human  consumption  in  the  district,  and  inspected  the  hawkers 
carts.  I have  had  no  cause  for  complaint. 

MODEL  LODGING  HOUSE. 

Since  1914  there  has  been  a reduction  in  the  number  of  lodgers,  owing  to  many 
of  the  men  lodgers  joining  the  army,  and  in  order  to  effect  a saving  in  regard  to 
heating,  lighting,  and  cleaning,  etc.,  two  of  the  top  rooms  were  closed  down.  Since 
April,  1919,  the  number  of  lodgers  has  increased,  and  it  was  necessary  to  again  use 
one  of  the  rooms  which  had  been  closed.  It  is  hoped  that  the  numbers  will  steadily 
increase.  This  will  depend  upon  the  demand  for  men  of  the  labouring  class  in  the 
town.  There  is  no  other  common  lodging  house  in  the  town.  I frequently  visit  the 
house,  and  many  visits  were  paid  in  the  evening,  after  the  men  had  retired  to  rest, 
when  the  number  of  cubicles  occupied  were  checked  and  the  books  examined.

I made  an  inspection  during  the  months  of  June,  July  and  August,  of  the  38 
Midden  Steads  in  use  in  the  Northern  District,  and  caused  the  pits  to  be  emptied 
weekly.  Everything  possible  was  done  to  mitigate  the  nuisance  caused  by  flies.

At  each  monthly  meeting  of  the  Health  Committee,  in  addition  to  the  printed 
report,  I have  submitted  a detailed  type-written  statement  of  the  work  carried  on 
in  my  district. 
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I am  pleased  to  say  that  the  service  of  Preliminary  and  Legal  Notices  had  the 
effect  of  securing  the  abatement  of  nuisances,  and  it  was  not  necessary  to  institute 
legal  proceedings  in  any  case. 

Agreement  Forms  have  been  signed  by  owners  of  property  for  the  Corporation 
workmen  to  carry  out  repairs,  etc.,  to  back  yards,  drains,  etc.,  etc.

During  the  year  6 pigs,  3 sheep,  and  2 tons,  13  cwts.,  14  lbs.  of  offal  were  con- 
demned and  destroyed  as  unfit  for  food. 

Fifteen  beasts,  upon  examination,  were  found  to  be  affected  with  Tuberculosis, 
and  the  internal  organs  were  condemned  and  destroyed. 

Licenses  were  issued  to  various  persons  for  the  slaughtering  of  23  pigs,  all  of 
which  were  in  good  condition.
